2 On a review of the position, it has been decided that the following amend¬ 
ments may be deemed to huve been made in the import policy for this item: — 

(i) 'P.G. Red Oxide’ (Item No. 26) in remark (iv) against S. No. 34-37(d)/ 

V in Appendix 4 may be deemed to have been deleted. 

(ii) The following remark may be added after remark (iv): — 

“(v) A.U. applications from manufacturers of paints for import of P.G, 
Red Oxide will be considered on the recommendation of the spon¬ 
soring authority,” 
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Subject, —Import policy for ernery grain, emery powder, abrasive and carbo¬ 
rundum grain and powder falling under S. No 25(d)/I2 during April 
196 S—-March 1966. 

No. 21-ITC(PN)/66. —Attention is invited to the policy for Import of emery 
grain, emery powder, abrasive and carborundum grain and powder as given 
against S. No. 25(d) /II in Appendix 4 to the Import Policy Book (Red Book) for 
the period April 1965—March 1966. 

2. On a review of the position, it has been decided that the existing import 
licensing policy as given against S. No. 25(d)/II in Appendix 4 to the Red Book 
for the period April 1965—March 1966 may be deemed to have been substituted 
by the following: — 

(i) A.U. applications from manufacturers of synthetic gems and graphite 
crucibles for the import of carborundum powde- will be considered 
on the recommendation of the sponsoring authority. 

(il) A.U. applications for import of Carborundum (silicon carbide) powdei 
upto and including No. 300 mesh only will be considered on the re¬ 
commendations of the sponsoring authority. No. A.U. licences will, 
however, be issued for import. of Carborundum (Silicon carbide), 
powder of any grade or mesh size above No. 300 mesh (i.e., finer 
than 300 mesh). 

(iii) No A.U. licences will also be wanted for import of Optical abrasives, 
eme y, corundum, Garnet, Electro-corundum or any other kind of 
synthetic abrasive grains and powder of any grade or mesh size.
